REMEMBRANCE DAY 


The 11th day of November has been 
set apart by the Government of Can- 
ada as “Remembrance Day.” On this 
date fifteen years ago the Great War 
ended. A war which lasted over four 
years and in which 562,208 men and 
woren of the British;Empire, includ- 
ing 60,000 Canadians, laid down their 
lives for honor, justice and freedom, 
principles for which we too should be 
“ever ready to live or die valiently.”.. 

“Remembrance Day” is not a holi- 
day; it is a Holy Day, sacred to thy 
memory of our heroic dead. It reminds 
us that Canada stood with the other 
great Dominions side by side with the 
Motherland; that nearly 600,000 Can- 


adiams were under arms; that 262 
nurses enlisted; that both nurs- 
es and men proved’ themselves 


equal to those who had years of train- 
for active service; that thousands of 
broken hearts and bodies’ and blight- 
ed lives resulted; and that 60,000 
Canadians lie sleeping in the ‘'Gar- 
dens of the Dead” in Flanders and 
other battlefields, Why? The answer 
fis given in the words of Sir Robert 
Borden, then Prime Minister: ‘‘Not 
for love of battle, not for lust of 
conqust, not for greed of posssions, 
but for the cause of honor, to main- 
tain solemn pledges, to uphold prin. 
ciples of liberty.” 

At the outbreak of the war, Can- 
ada hed an army of 3,000 men, but 
six weeks later there left these shores 
a greater fleet than the famous Span- 
ish Armada, and a larger army than 
Wellington commanded at Waterloo. 
namely 35,000 men. Canada need 
never be ashamed of the part she 
played in the Great War. Such bat- 
tles as Ypres, the Somme, Pashen- 
dale, Arras, Amiens, Mons, not for- 
getting Vimy, are forever emblazon- 
ed on the standards of Canadian reg- 
iments and on the hearts and minds 
of those who survived, 

You are familiar with the following 
words:My duty to my country is to 
Jove 3t, to obey and ntaintain its 
laws, respect its flag, and to defend 
it against all enemies.” ‘This is ex- 
actly what these brave men and wo- 
men did who gave their lives for the 
land they loved. Is it not fittting, 
therefore, that this day should be set 
apart as a memorial to them, and as 
@n opportunity for us to salute them 
in reverence and gratitude, 

There are set in almost every city, 
town and village in Canada memorials 
te these heroes, respect, and care fo!

More than 175,000 visitors practically 
all in autos, registered at four of 
Alberta's famous national parks dur- 
ing the past tourist season, according 
to figures made known, The exact 
figures for Banff, Jasper, Waterton 
Lakes and Elk Island parks was 177,- 
247, which does not include many 
who went to the mountain resorts 
by train. Alberta’s national parks 
comprising more than 8,000 square 
miles of mountain and lake territory, 
are among the province’s greatest 
assets, and attract tourists annually 
from ‘many points on the continent, 
as well as thousands from the cities 
and towns of the province itself. 
Through the two Alberta ports of 
entry from United States, Canway 
and Coutts, nearky, 10,000 American 
autos registered in, carrying more 
than 30,000 passengers, while many 
others came into the province by way 
of the bordering Canadian provinces, 


Honey was a good crop in Souchern 
Alberta the past season, one large 
commercial firm taking of some 120 
tons and another individual operator

WINTER COST OF PORK 
PRODUCTION 


(Experimental Farms Note.) 


The ability to raise fall pigs in the 
final test of the successful hog feed- 
er, Too late fanrowing in the fall, 
over cmowding and over feeding, 
damp quarters, lack of exercise and 
the feeding of unbalanced jrations 
are the usual causes of failure 
with fall litters, If substitutes can- 
not be provided when skim milk or 
buttermilk is scarce the mesults in 
fall pig raising may prove disappoint- 
ing When milk is scarce, tankage 
fed at the rate of seven per cent 
of the grain ration will keep fall 
pigs making satisfactory and eco- 
nomical gains, Beneficial results 
will also be secured from ‘allowing 
fall pigs constant access from a 
box of self-feeder to a mineral mix- 
ture consisting of 76 pounds of 
slack coal, 20 pounds of salt, 38 
younds of alr slaked lime or ground 
limestone, and one pound of sulphur, 
The fall pig can also make use to 
a limited extent of small potatoes, 
roots, alfalfa hay and similar feeds

Ceylon’s First Woman Lawyer 


Nineteen Year Old Girl Was Brilliant 
Scholar In London 

Among those to pass the examina- 
tion for call to the English Bar is 
Miss Avardia Mehta, of Colomto, 
Ceylon. 

Miss Mehta is only 19 years old, 
aslim Parsee girl from Ceylon, whose 
appearance would give the impres- 
sion that her school days were hard- 


ar at the Maria Grey Training Col- 
lege, London, England, and after she 
matriculated she read for the Bar in 
Lincoln’s Inn, 

I saw her at her home in Hamp- 
stead, where she is living with her 
mother—writes an Evening News 
representative. She was wearing a 
native dress of blue and gold. 

“I shall be the first woman bar- 
rister in Ceylon,” she said. ‘There 
are, of course, a number of women 
lawyers in India, but up to now 
there have been none in my cwa 
country.” . 

“I am eager to begin work at the 
Bar in Ceylon, but I have to wait 
some time yet before [ can do that. 
I cannot be called until I am 21, and 
I have to eat my dinner for three 
jmore terms.
